SIX  years  ago  today  Allied  troops  landed 
on  the  shores  of  North  Africa,  and  be- 
gan there  the  movement  which  was  to 
roll  up  the  Oerman  flank  as  one  of  the  de- 
cisive and  telling  blows  of  the  World  War 
Indeed  from  that  time,  November  B,  1943. 
the  forces  of  aggression  were  on  the  run 
which  was  to  end  only  with  the  crossing  of 
the  Rhine  and  the  surrender  of  Hitler’s 
legions  totally  in  the  field.  If  today  there  is 
more  bitter  than  sweet  In  the  anniversary, 
none  of  that  is  attributable  to  the  gallant 
men  who  served  the  Allied  cause  in  uniform 
where  the  war  was  hottest.  Once  again  the 
Maple  Leaf  was  carried  with  honor  and  dis- 
tinction to  this  nation. 

It  is  another  factor  which  puts  the  bitter 
with  the  sweet.  In  the  six  years  which  have 
elapsed  since  the  North  African  landings 
there  has  been  neither  peace  nor  rest  in  the 
world.  The  cause  of  human  freedom  re- 
mains endangered  from  forces  and  factors 


no  less  ominous  in  their  own  way  than  were 
Hitler’s  freebooting  hordes  at  that  time. 
Machiavelll's  warning  once  to  a prince  as  to 
the  instability  of  the  affection  of  allies  un- 
fortunately has  come  true.  The  East-West 
split  has  made  nothing  more  certain  than 
that  nobody  ’’won  the  war,"  while  human- 
ity may  have  lost  It. 

In  face  of  that  grim  prospect  there  can  be 
little  cheering  today  over  the  uneasy  peace 
which  is  held  so  precariously  in  the  world. 
Brave  men  died,  for  a better  human  under- 
standing than  has  yet  come  Into  being. 
While  there  Is  a single  remaining  hope  of 
that  society  can,  and  must,  try  to  bring 
this  half-peace  on  to  safer  and  more  open 
ground.  That  much  Is  owed  not  alone  to  the 
fallen  but  also  to  the  hundreds  of  millions 
of  the  world’s  peoples  who  know  that  war  is 
maniacal  with  today's  progress  in  arms. 
Society  does  not  need  to  obliterate  Itself 
with  the  madness  of  the  centuries 


Uiflden  Clomhirws  Report  Is  Sftltilftry  U4}eHinent 


SECRETS  will  out,  even  those  pigeon- 
holed by  governments  which  do  not  like 
their  contents  For  nine  months  the 
Federal  Government  suppressed  the  report 
of  its  chief  combines  investigation  commis- 
sioner. tabling  it  yesterday  in  the  House  of 
Commons  because  of  the  pressure  induced 
by  the  resignation  In  protest  of  the  commis 
sioner  and  his  assistant  This  suppression 
will  take  a deal  of  explaining,  especially  m 
view  of  the  nature  of  the  commissioner  s 
findings. 

The  report  is  salutary  For  U years,  until 
1947.  it  is  asserted.  11  Canadian  flour  and 
milling  companies  combined  to  control  the 
price  of  flour,  rolled  oats,  mill-feed.s  and 
coarse  grains,  to  the  detriment  of  the  Cana- 
dian public  Small  indejjendent  millers  were 
kept  In  line  by  Intimidation  or  bought  out 
E>ouble  sets  of  books  were  kept  Comiietltlve 
activity  was  stifled  In  many  re.specls  Dur- 
ing many  periods  agreements  to  maintain 
price  uniformity  were  completely  effective 


It  was  a report  that  called  Tor  drastic  ac- 
tion. as  well  as  being  one  that  the  Govern- 
ment was  obligated  by  legislation  to  make 
public  within  15  days.  Instead  the  report 
was  suppressed  until  now.  an  no  prosecu, 
tions  were  launched.  This  latter  decision. 
Justice  Minister  Oarson  says  in  effect,  was 
because  the  companies  hewed  the  line  dur- 
ing the  war  years  that  the  Prices  and  Trade 
Board  fixed  the  ceilings  of  Canadian  com- 
modities. 

This  blanket  whitewash,  with  which  the 
combines  commissioner  does  not  agree,  is 
another  thing  that  will  take  some  explain- 
ing Of  what  use  is  it  to  have  a combines  in- 
vestigation commission  and  then  ignore  the 
results  of  its  findings?  Where  does  the  pub- 
lic come  in?  Is  it  to  be  continually  at  the 
mercy  of  combines  without  remedial  action 
being  taken,  even  when  grave  charges  are 
formulated  by  the  Oovemmcnl’s  own  Inves- 
tigators? Parliament  should  have  some- 
thing strong  to  say  to  the  Minister  of 
Justice  on  the  subject. 


pst  Indies  h eileratlon  Is  Ibtnvard  Step 


WHAT  Joseph  Conrad  once  called  the 
"Mothership  of  Nations"  still  seems 
to  be  effectively  in  bu.smess  at  the 
old  stand.  Rather  than  being  finished,  as 
Mr.  Ooebbels  used  to  scream,  the  British 
Commonwealth  and  Empire  seem  to  be 
broadening  their  contribution  to  practical 
civilization  In  the  postwar  world.  The 
proposed  creation  of  a West  Indian  Federa- 
tion out  of  six  Caribbean  colonies  is  only 
the  latest  example  of  growth  and  develop- 
ment inside  the  framework  of  the  British 
unfbn. 

Field  Marshal  Smuts  and  Prime  Minister 
Nehru  are  latter-day  symbols  of  a process 
that  works — through  all  of  its  errors  and 
with  all  of  its  capacity  for  self-condemna- 


tion— to  free  the  mind,  the  body  and  the 
estate  of  man.  It  will  be  a larger  Common- 
wealth—not  in  territory  but  In  human  con- 
cept— that  will  greet  the  new  quasi- 
dominion  of  the  British  West  Indies  if  the 
federation  is  achieved.  Characteristically, 
that  ”lf ■'  will  be  resolved  by  the  peoples  of 
the  British  We.st  Indies  themselves,  un- 
coerced and  free  to  make  their  own  choice. 

Eronomlcally  the  move  li  an  able  one. 
holding  out  a promise  of  real  help  for  six 
small  and  depressed  colonies  holding  down 
one  of  the  most  geographically  Important 
areas  in  the  world.  Humanly,  the  step  is 
wider  still.  It  wUnes-ses  the  slow  march  of 
peoples  to  freedom  and  their  own  place  in 
the  sun.

^nd  out  messages  to  the  faithful  ask- 
them  to  remain  firm.  How  Berarr'e 
directives  manage  to  filter  through 
the  police  guard  is  a mystery  that  hu 
Jailers  would  be  happy  to  discover. 
But  they  do.  despite  the  fact  that  the 
archbishop  has  been  forbidden  to  issue 
statements  or  communicate  with  any- 
one without  permission. 

Borne  also  are  mystified  as  to  why 
the  Czech  Government  baa  not  found 
some  charge  under  which  io  bring 
Beran  to  trial.  There  are  several  pos- 
sible explanations. 

The  most  likely  one  is  that  the  gov- 
ernment is  determined  to  prevent 
anything  resembling  the  case  of  Car- 
dinal Mimisaenty  of  Hungary.  It 
fears  turning  the  Catholicism  of  some 
B.000,000  of  Cxecho-Slovakla's  13,500,- 
000  people  Into  a strong  anti-Com- 
muniam.  Undoubtedly,  U wishes  to  get 
rid  of  the  Influence  of  the  church  In 
Ctech  affairs,  but  It  also  wishes  to 
avoid  iinneceMary  trouble 
e * * 

Bo  far  there  is  general  agreement 
that  the  government's  methods  have 
been  highly  successful.  There  is  no 
sign  of  a religious  revolt. 

Tht  new  law  makes  the  clergy  into 
salaried  civil  aervanls#  providing  that 
they  are  "reliable  from  the  national 
and  state  cltlsen  point  of  view  ” They 
will  have  salaries  <$720  a year  to  start) 
and  increments  ($73  every  three 
years)  paid  from  the  public  purse.  The 
government  will  be  required  to  ap- 
prove the  election  or  nomination  of  all 
clergy,  bishops,  archbishops  and  other 
spiritual  heads  of  the  churches. 

"The  government  may  withhold  ap- 
proval for  reasons  of  political  objec- 
tion against  the  person  of  the  candi- 
date." the  law  reads. 

I asked  a good  Caech  churchman 
what  the  reaction  to  this  far-reach- 
ing action  would  be. 

"What  can  we  do?”  he  said

The  campaign  against  the  church 
started  immediately  following  the 
February  revolution  last  year,  and  it 


has  oonunued  at  a steady  pace  ever 
since.  First,  religious  periodicals  were 
•nut  down  or  xequlred  to  undergo 
supervision  of  editorial  content.  Then 
Catholic  publishing  houses  were  sub- 
milled  to  censorship  and  a revision  of 
slocks  was  ordered  This  was  merely 
part,  it  was  pointed  out.  of  a cam- 
paign against  Immoral  literature. 

On  one  occasion  a conference  of 
bishops  had  to  be  dlsointlnued  when 
it  was  discovered  that  listening  de- 
vices had  been  Installed  in  the  con- 
ference room 

The  Cssch  pms  tnor  emtzivP  an  m 
eoni^ni  Irempaffti 
church  Rude  Pravo.  the  Prague  Com- 
munist newspaper,  has  warned  the 
church  that  her  "subversive  inten- 
tions" will  not  be  countenanced  The 
same  paper  has  described  the  Vatican 
as  "a  financial,  industrial  and  metal- 
lurgical trust,  different  not  stall  from 
other  trusts  developed  by  contem- 
porary imperialism  ' The  Pope  has 
been  declaited  to  be  an  enemy  of 
peace  and  liberty.” 

Shortly  before  his  internment. 
Archbishop  Beran  made  a full  state- 
ment of  the  rase  of  the  Roman  Catho- 
lic bishops  of  Cxecho-Blovakls  against 
the  Communist  regime.  Progres-sively 
church  schools  had  been  closed,  Beran 
■aid,  until  not  s single  drnomlnationai 
school  remained  In  existence  In  Blo- 
vakla  and  Moravia,  while  those  in  Bo- 
hemia "are  being  liquidated,  step  by 
elep.” 

Catholic  youth  organisations  have 
been  engulfed  by  the  unified  youth  or- 
ganlxatlon  approved  by  the  govern- 
ment Church  buildings  have  been 
appropriated  for  government  use. 
sometimes  with  as  llitle  as  34  hours' 
notice.  Oovernmeni  agents  have  taken 
over  church  offices  and  Issued  Instruc- 
tions to  the  clergy  from  them  In  some 
places  church  collections  have  been 
forbidden,  tutting  oft  the  Iasi  source 
of  funds  left  after  the  land  reform 
had  broken  up  church  estates 

The  Catholic  Church  has  made  the 
most  of  opportunities  to  Indicate 
where  the  support  of  the  msjorily  of 
the  people  lies.  When  two  new  bishops 
were  consecrated  recently  a*  Trnava. 
the  crowd  attending  the  consecration 
was  larger  by  far  than  that  which 
had  turned  out  for  the  visit  to  0lo« 
vakla  of  President  Ooliwald 

Bui  what  benefit  Is  to  be  derived 
from  such  a display  of  support?  To 
this,  as  to  so  many  things,  the  Cserhs 
who  oppose  the  regime  reply  with  s 
shrug  of  helplessneM

Canadian  Coast  Guard 

(From  The  Montreal  Oaaette) 


Down  through  the  years  there 
have  been  an  inordinate  num- 
ber of  Canadian  vessels  and  Cana- 
dians rescued  by  the  UnlUd  Stales 
Coast  Guard.  Mr.  Higgins  in  the  House 
of  Commons  has  urged  an  all-Cana- 
dian  coast  guard  He  declared  that 
the  demand  for  such  a force  extended 
from  the  AUaatlc  to  the  Pacific. 

CbaracUrtiIng  the  service  now  pro- 
vided by  the  Government  as  "stupid, 
costly  and  Ulogteal,'’  being  scattered 
among  half  a doaen  different  depart- 
mentj.  the  member  had  praise  for  the 
work  being  done  by  R CM  P vessels 
and  the  R.CA.F  search  and  rescue 
teams.  These  strvlcai,  however,  he 
declared  are  inadequate 
In  the  light  of  Mr  Higgins'  re- 
minder the  question  suggests  Itself  as 
to  what  would  have  happened  in  some 
of  those  rescues  If  a United  States 


Coast  Guard  vessel  had  not  been  near 
enough  'This  is  followed  by  another 
question  as  to  how  many  cases  have 
been  beyond  the  reach  of  the  United 
States  Coast  Guard  or  which  cannot 
be  helped  by  Canadian  Governmant 
services. 

Certainly  a service  provided  through 
the  agencies  of  half  a doren  different 
departments  Is  bound  tr>  lack  the  ef- 
ficiency of  one  directed  by  a single 
specialised  organlxatlon.  That  a 
strlcliy  Canadian  coast  guard  would 
eosl  the  country  money  goes  without 
saying.  In  spite  of  any  economy 
achieved  through  eliminating  coeU 
of  overlapping  departments  involved 
In  present  services.  But  those  who  ply 
the  seas  and  lakes  are  making  a con- 
tribution to  Canada's  economy.  Their 
work  u often  haxardous  and  they  art 
entitled  to  every  reasonable  protec- 
tion.
